"When a veblele Is overtaken by another vehicle, the driver 
of whloh desires to pass the other, the driver on tbe former, on be- 
ing Informed of snob desire, shall bear to tbe right, and the driver 
of the latter to the left, until tbe latter shall have passed. Any 
driver failing to do so shall be fined ten (1 10J dolJars,"-(8ect,on 
81. State Road Law. 

This section 6i th. road law may be .nveked against* 
drivera who Imagine that making way for th. driver of the 
fastef Vehlola tl a matter of courtesy and that those who 
have no inclination toward courtesy need not be courteous 

There are many drivers of horse drawn vehicles, espec- 
ially drivers of ntllity wagons, heavy and light, who decline 
to respond to tbe signals of antomobilists who would pass 
them when they overtake them. It often is dangerous for 
an autotnobilist to try to drive around a vehicle which stub- 
bornly holds the middle of the road in defiance of signals. 
Many accidents are caused by such attempts. 

Drivers of automobiles whose signals are defied by driv- 
ers who prefer not to inconvenience themselves by "bearing 
to th* right" to allow the faster vehicle to pass should a seer- 
fain the names of offenders and have them prosecuted for 
yiolatioo of tbe road law, Such lawlessness it quite common 
apon all roads. In the interest of safety and of comfort, it 
should bo suppressed rigidly. One fine of 910 assessed 
against a lawless driver wonld stimnlate the interest of oth- 
ers in his community in the requirements of the road law.— 
Courier-Journal.

MORE OFFICERS FOR 
ARMY AND NAVY 

Washington, Aug. 80.— Secre- 
tary Garrison has directed the 
war college to submit plans for 
securing additional regular army 
officers and a corps of reserve of- 
ficers both for the regular army 
and for a volunteer army or any 
other force which congress may 
authorize. This ptep was taken 
with a view of recommendations 
to congress at its coming session. 

Secretary Daniels is also ex- 
pected to recommend additional 
officers for the navy regardless of 
the building program, yet to be 
decided upon. A plan is uuder 
consideration, it is understood, 
by which the number of officers 
in the navy would be placed on 
the basis of its tonnage. Uu- 
der such a system there would be 
an autooiHtio iuorease in the 
uumber of officers as the numb«r 
of ships was increased. 



U. S. Ships on The High Seas 

The United States has been 
trying for a quarter of a century 
to introduce American ships into 
our foreign commerce. When 
I'ormer Senator Banna of Ohio, 
proposed a ship subsidy, the 
country responded with a cry of 
alarm lest Wall Street or some 
one connected with it, might 
steal a few pints of the salty 
ocean. Perhaps it was are ej- 
ection of these events that caus- 
ed President Wilson to suggest 
government owned ship?. Two 
hundred and eighty-two boards 
of trade and commercial organi- 
zations of the country have been 
polled, and eighty per cent of the 
votes cant ire opposed to govern- 
ment owned ships. In one of the 
ballots 554 votes favored govern- 
ment subsidy, while 188 were 
against. In another instance 
"18 votes were cast favorable to 
establishing freight and mail 
lines to foreign countries, and 
there were 42 votes against. 

his proposition contemplates 
commerce under the American 
flag. As Senator Hauna's piopo 
sition cannot be revived under a 
Democratic administration, since 
the party is on record against it ; 
and inasmuch as President Wil- 
sons scheme has been tomahawk 
ed by his own party in Congress, 
the proposition for American 
shipping appears to be in a had 
way.

Camper's Filter Pimp 
Purifies River Water 

By tbe invention of a filter 
pump one of tbe most serious in- 
conveniences encountered by mo 
toriste and sportsmen, that of ob- 
taining pore drinking water in 
sparsely settled districts during 
hot weather, is obviated materi- 
ally, says the September Popular 
Mecbanici Magazine, in an illus- 
trated article. With this device 
clear water may be drawn from 
any lake or running stream and 
used with greater safety than 
oan that taken in the usual man 
ner. 

The pump is made compactly 
and may be added to the equip- 
ment of a motor-car kitchenette 
cabinet or carried by a hunter in 
a haversack. The lower end of 
the intake pipe it covered with a 
fine-mesh strainer. The water it 
drawn through this by the up- 
stroke of the piston and on tbe 
downstroke is forced into a cham- 
ber containing tjba filtering agent, 
which consists of infusorial earth 
mixed with a binding material. 
From this cylinder it is discharg- 
ed through a nozzle. Fixed to 
the device is a supporting leg 
which, when set on the bank of a 
stream, allows the operator to 
stand nearly erect while drawing 
water.
